WEEKLY REVIEW. | 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


There seems to have been more life to the market in canned 
goods this week than could have been expected; for both in this 
city and in New York there have been reported a great many 
sales of tomatoes, for instance, at prices well up to the market. 
Some of these transactions have been for good sized lots, and 


. this buying is accounted for by the fact that buyers have sud- 


denly awakened to the fact that tomatoes are not too plentiful 
anywhere, and that the market price cannot well do otherwise 
than advance. So they have bought thus, in large lots to cover 
their future requirements, and so save the advance in prices. 
It would seem to be a wise move on the part of these buyers. 

It also serves as an additional evidence of the strength of 
the tomato situation that these buyers can, be aroused at this 
season to take in such lots. This is an entire change from the 
past few years’ methods, for the buyers had apparently come to 
the final conclusion that when they wanted tomatoes they could 
buy them at the prices they chose. So there is really a double 
change in their sentiments towards tomatoes—the one that 
prices are going higher, and the other, although much in the 
same direction is really different, that they will not be able to 
buy tomatoes at the prices they want, when they want them. 
It seems to be reasonable to say that it takes a real situation to 
produce these changes in the buyers, and not mere market 
rumors, 

From this same cause holders of tomatoes should see where 
their strong play is, and hold on to their stocks for higher 
prices. We have contended for along time that the market 
would be better, but it takes a lot of these small drops—from 
disinterested and well posted sources—to produce any effect 
upon the parties at interest. One gloomy report seems able to 
out-weigh all the brighter reports, in the minds of the men who 
have the goods to sell. 

The bottom price of the tomato market, for full standards 
No. 3 tomatoes is now quoted at 75c., with seconds at 7oc. and 
extra standards at 80c. No. tos are quoted at $2.75 to $2.90 
for extras, and No. 2s are quoted at 55c. to 574%:. How long 
these figures will hold is hard to say, 


8 | THE TRADE. 


It is reported in this market that the holdings of peas of all 
kinds has been very well cleaned up and that they are becom-~ 
ing scarce. There was a fairly good sized pack of peas in this 
eastern section last spring, but the buyers knew this and have 
drawn on the section very heavily. The result is that the market 
is getting bare. Nothing is offered here at less than 85c., and 
stocks at that figure are worth careful attention, for it is the low 
price on seconds. It isso far true that ‘‘soaked’’ peas have 
come in for considerable attention because of the low prices at 
which they can be sold. When soaked peas have a call in the 
market, the market needs peas. There are no changes in the 


markets to note, but the day is not far distant when these will 
be in order. 


Corn is reported to have had a dull week among the brokers 
and what business has been done has been of a small nature, 
and for immediate wants. The market does not show any weak- 
ness, standard Maine style corn being held firmly at 75c. at fac- 
tory, and 8o0c. here. Standard shoepeg is selling at factory at 
67%4c. to 72%4c., with some holders asking higher figures. 

The situation in the oyster canning business here has not 
changed at all, and it is doubtful if the oystér packers can secure 
enough ‘‘steam’’ stock to amount to anything until after the 
turn of the year. Raw oyster shipments are very heavy and will 
continue so until after the holidays; for as we have before said 
the west and north are now heavy consumers in the raw state, 
and shippers of this kind are busy getting all the oysters they 
can to fillorders. They can afford to pay higher prices than 
the cove oyster packers. The weather has been against the cove 


oyster packers also, for we have had a real taste of wintrry 
weather, with about ten inches of snow this week. This is also 
an advantage to the raw oyster shippers, so may be considered 
an additional hardship upon the canners. The market is firm, 
and advancing on good brands of cove oysters. 


Other lines of canned goods are coming in for their share of 
regular demand, and in all cases for immediate consumption, 
one might say, as the orders are for immediate shipment. The 
consumption of canned goods show a very healthy condition, 
and we regard it as considerably on the increase, so that the 

outlook is very bright for the coming year. 


Canners’ metals show no particular activity or changes, and. 


can be found on their regular page, as can also full market quo- 
tations on all canned goods, in all the leading centers.

CHICAGO, December 7, 1910. 

The Hotel Stewards.—What ho! The Hotel Stewards! 
Now come to the front and demand legislation to make canned 
goods packers and other manufacturers stamp the weight of the 
contents of cans and containers thereon so that honesty will be 
promoted and the country and their profits saved. It was an 
Association action and jis therefore open to discussion in a pub- 
lic manner. The stamping of cans with an approximate weight 
of the contents would be practicable, but only an approximate 
weight would be possible, for there must be some moisture in 
cans of certain kinds of products to make the circulation of heat 
and proper sterilization possible. In fact, I believe that the 
dishonest water merchants and slack fillers of cans should te 
driven out of the business, or made to reform, and I reckon that 
stamping or printing the weights or measures on containers is 
the only best way to protect reliable manufacturers from unfair 
competition. 

Let’s see about these Hotel Stewards, however. Have they 
any ‘‘beams’’ to remove from their eyes before they can talk 
about the mote in their neighbor’s orbs of vision? In a big 
hotel in Chicago yesterday, I poured a little ‘‘Worcestersbire’’ 
sauce out of a duly labeled Lea & Perrin’s bottle on my plate 
and tasted it. It was no more Lea & Perrin’s sauce than I am 
an angel, and that is a simile of a very great dissimilarity. 
The following day, prompted by the previous experience, I 
picked up a bottle of tomato catsup under the famous Snider 
label, which has been so persistently and expensively adver- 
tised, and the fine quality of which has been so carefully main- 
tained and sacredly guarded for many, many years. I poured 
some of it on my plate and at once saw from the dark color and 
filthy adulterated consistency that it was not Smnide1’s, and a 
taste confirmed my decision, because the fraudulent stuff being 
foisted upon the public by one of these ‘‘holier than thou’’

stewards in one of the big Chicago restaurants tasted like a con- 
coction of vinegar, grated pumpkin, red pepper and salt, with a 


little benzoate of soda and tomato enough to give it a 
little color. 


Shades of poor Mrs. Snider! What an outrage upon her 
memory the stuff was! She benefitted mankind by giving the 
best of her years and life’s effort to the perfection of the process 
by which that catsup is manufactured. She spent 30 days at 
my home as my guest in St. Louis while exhibiting her catsup 
at the St. Louis Exposition from which it came promptly into 
great popularity, and remembering the pride and joy which the 
dear lady took in the quality of the product of her genius and 
labor I became so indignant that I sent for the steward and told 
him that he should hang his head with shame for perpetrating 
such a fraud upon the public and degrading such a fine condi- 
ment in the esteem of the people. He made no defense but said 
it was a mistake and replaced the bottle with one filled with 
the genuine catsup. These hotel stewards are great fellows, 
some of them, and they would not allow veal to masquerade in 
their chicken salads or butterine to appear as butter and many 
other things I could mention, except through a mistake, like 
the pumpkin catsup got into the Snider bottle. 

They would like to have Lea & Perrin’s bottles and Snider’s 
bottles stamped or labeled with the net weight of the contents, 
eh? So that they could accurately refill them, I suppose, with 
something that does not belong in them, but cheaper. 

The Market.—The market conditions are absolutely unin- 
teresting and uneventful. Brokers state that there is nothing 
doing whatever in anything in cans and that buyers have all 


their attention centered upon holiday groceries and have no 
time or attention to devote to canned goods. 

Future Canned Goods.—I hear daily of negotiations on 
canned corn but have heard of but few sales and the offerings 
are very light. No other futures are being offered or sold just 
at present. 


Tomatoes.—I understand that stocks of Eastern standards 
here are light and that jobbers are not disposed to sell stock now 
in warehouses, until the market firms up a little. 

American Sardines.—The pack is now over and factories 
haven’t near as many goods on hand as at last year this time. 

Canned Corn.—It is now generally understood that the 
pack for the season of 1910 and rg11 is larger than that of the 
previous year, but it is also understood that there is but little 
of it left in first hands. 

Future Peas.—I saw some quotations today on future peas 
put out by a Wisconsin cannery. There was no material devi- 
ation from the 1909-10 prices, except on No. 4 sweets which 
were 734c. a dozen higher than last year. 

California Canned Fruits.—Advice from one of the big 
canners of California state that stocks are exceedingly low in 
packers hands and advise prospective or probable buyers for im- 
mediate use to come in now and snatch off a few thousand cases. 

Canned Salmon.—I stated last week that I had heard that 
the Alaska Packers’ Association and other strong parties in the 
salmon game were refusing to make 1911 contracts except on 
positive contracts without buyers’ option as to approval of price. 

I now learn that the Asssociation has not authorized the 
acceptance or consideration of contracts for 1911 pack of salmon 
on any basis whatever and will not until the 1910 business is all 
well out of the way. 

Estimated Pack.—A number of buyers and brokers here 
have figured on the coming output for the season of 1910, and 
their estimates are about as follows:

Canned Corn.—I hear that Iowa packers are making low 
prices on canned corn and are selling choice standard at 65c. 
and Country Gentleman at 75c. f.o.b. cannery for future deliv- 
ery, which is a lower price than Illinois or Indiana packers are 
disposed to make. It is also said that contracts are going in 
freely to the corn packers and that many are even now sold up. 

Fancy Tomatoes.—Strictly fine red ripe hand packed 
tomatoes are going to be very scarce this spring. Much of the 
goods packed for that quality have proven a disappointment as 
to quality and quantity, as most packers delivered short. 

That’s the Thing.—Put the recipes on the labels, thereby 
teaching people how to make palatable the contents of the can. 
What is the use of putting a lot of unpractical designing and 
senseless decorations on a label. If it has the vignette and 
name on the front, print recipes on the back of the label. 
That’s the kind of publicity needed. 

Change them too! That isto say, run a certain line of 
recipes on the first 25,000 labels, and then change the type and 
have a different line on the next 25,000 labels, or what is still 
better, have different recipes printed on the different labels 
which are run in the same form on the printing press. There are 
nearly 10 or 12 labeis run at the same time. By running the 
recipes that way the different ones will be mixed in the same 
cases and a dealer will get a full line. 

My cook made some excellent salmon ‘‘croquettes’’ a few 
evenings ago. I asked her how she made them and she told 
me so quickly and completely that I asked her who taught her 
how to make them. She replied, ‘‘I got it off the can.’’ Then 
I said, make these once or twice a week for a change,-they are 
good, which means that more salmon will be used on our table 
in the future. Do you see the point Mr. Canner? Put recipes 
on your can labels. WRANGLER.

Tin-Mining Possibilities in Argentina. 


The possibilities of increased quantities of tin being secured 
from Argentine deposits are mentioned by Consul-General R. 
M. Bartleman, of Buenos Aires, in connection with a pamphlet 
which he forwards, issued by the owner of one of the mines now 
in operation in the Province of La Rioja. This mine now em- 
ploys 75 people and has some 2,000 tons of mineral waiting for 
the machinery to be worked. Notin has yet been exported from 
Argentina, lack of railway transportation being a detriment in 
mining development. The cost of transporting a ton of mineral 
from the mine in question to the seaboard is approximately $25 
gold, figuring on the completion of the railway line to Cerro 
Negro. The illustrated booklet referred to will be loaned to in- 
terested persons by the Bureau of Manufacturers.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCo, December 26, 1910. 

Fruit Growers Convention.—A number of the prominent 
fruit canners of the State will attend the California Fruit Grow- 
ers Convention to be held at Stockton December 6-gth, and a 
very interesting session is planned. While but few canners are 
actual growers of fruit they desire to keep in close touch with 
growers, and it is often upon their advice that certain varieties 
of fruits are planted. The canning industry is steadily becom- 
ing a more important one in this State and is expected to show 
a greater gain in the near future than in the past, as canned 
goods are becoming more widely used, and the completion of 
the Panama Canal will enable the landing of this product in the 
East and in European markets at greatly reduced rates. There 
is a need for the planting of several varieties of fruits in this 
State for canning purposes to supply the demands of trade 
already established, but which cannot be expanded on account 
of a lack of available raw material, and at such meetings as the 
one to be held at Stockton shortly fruit growers can be made 
acquainted with the needs of the canners. Canners here are 
inclined to place long time contracts with fruit growers for sup- 
plies and are thus brought into closer touch with the tillers of 
the soil than would be the case were they to buy their supplies 
yearly in the open market. 

Latest Withdrawals.—The new list of the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association has been put out, but prices are 
practically the same as in the old list, the chief difference being 
in the offerings, a great mauy withdrawals having been made. 


An advance of toc. has been made in No. 2% extra standard 
blackberries, and No. 2% standard pears are sc. higher, these 
being the only price changes. The following represents the 
withdrawals: Blackberries, No. 234 extras; Royal Ann cher- 
ries, No. 234 extras and extra standards; White cherries, 
No. 2% extras; Strawberries, No. 234 extras; Blackberries, 
No. 2% seconds, and No. 2% pie; Black cherries, No. 2% sec- 
onds, water and pie; Grapes, No. 234 seconds and water; Pears, 
No. 2% seconds and water; Strawberries, No. 2% water, Peeled 
Apricots, No. 8 water; Sliced Apricots, No. 8 water; Blackber- 
ries, No. 8 extra standard and standard; Royal Ann cherries, 
No. 8 extra standard and water; White cherries, No. 8 extra 
standard and water; Black cherries, No. 8 standard; Yellow 
Freestone peaches and Lemon Cling peaches, No. 8 water; and 
Plums, No. 8 water. There have been a few additions, these 
being No. 2% Yellow Freestone peaches at $1.0c; No. 8 pie 
apples, $2.50, and No. 8 standard peeled apricots at $4.00. 
As the Association has perhaps the most extensive stock on 
hand of any canning concern on the Coast, but few of the fruits 
on which it has withdrawn prices can be secured from other 
houses. With the exception of extra standards and standards 
there is but little to be had from first hands in the line of 
No. 8 goods. 

Now that the packing season is at an end and the busy 
shipping season is over, packers are commencing to figure up 
the size of their packs for the past year, and the extent of the 
California output will shortly be known. Taken altogether, 
the season has been a very satisfactory one, the light packs of 
some fruits being the only regrets that canners have. 

Tomatoes.-—But few No. 3 tomatoes, either standard or 
solid pack, can now be secured here, and none of the large 
packers are quoting figures on this size. The extended season 
has resulted in a larger pack of No. 2% solid pack than was at 
first thought possible, and the prevailing rate of 9o0c. has been

The Califor- 
nia Fruit Canners’ Association is quoting this grade at 85c. and 
goc., the latter rate being asked for the prime pack. 

‘  Peas.—The call for California peas has materially reduced 
the available stock in packers’ hands, and one of the largest 
operators withdrew prices last week on Petit Pois and extra 
fine sifted, which has been quoted at $1.60 and $1.25 
respectively. 

Salmon Wanted.—From the inquiries being rereived by 
Coast salmon packers, jobbers in the South and Southwest have 
not anticipated their wants as fully as those in other parts of 
the country, and goods are needed there for immediate distribu- 
tion. There is nothing to be secured here, however, as jobbers 
are sold out and goods must be secured from some of the eastern 
jobbers who purchased heavily and might be injiuced to make 
resales. 

The run of fall salmon in the streams of the Northwest is 
now at an end, and all previous records in length and consist- 
ency have been surpassed. Last season the run ended on 
November 6th, but this year the canneries have been operated 
after the middle of the month. Last year was a ‘‘cycle’’ year 
and the run was heavier, but the cannery officials declare that 
the run this season was the best ever experienced in an off-cycle 


year. The output of the plants was in most cases sold before 
the end of the season. 


Coast News Notes.—The steamer Missouri sailed recently 


from Seattle with the largest canned salmon cargo of the year, 
intended for New York, this amounting to 100,000 cases. 


The Alaska Packers’ Association has filed a libel suit in the 
United States District Court against the American-Hawaiian 
Steamship Co. to recover $12,000 damages alleged to have been 
sustained by the ship Tacoma ina collision with the steamer 
Isthmian on September 21st, when the former ship narrowly 


escaped being sent to the bottom with her crew and salmon 
cargo just outside the Golden Gate. 


The Northwestern Fisheries Co. of Tacoma, Wash., is pre- 
paring for the coming canning season by commencing the con- 
struction of three steamers to be used on the rivers of Alaska. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Co. has been fined $150 on 
six counts of alleged violation of the pure food and drugs act. 
The violations are of a purely technical character. 

Libby, McNeil & Libby, who have been interested in Cali- 
fornia fruit canneries for several seasons, have invaded the 
Hawaiian pineapple packing field and have purchased one-half 
of the stock of the Hawaiian Cannery Co., Ltd., which operates 
a plant at Ahuimanu, Koolau, Cahu. A request has been filed 
by President F. W. MacFarlane to allow the name to be 
changed to Libby, McNeil & Libby of Honolulu, Ltd. 

Work has been commenced on the erection of the canning 
plant of the Tulare Canning Co. at Tulare, Cal. 

The business of the Costa Canning Co., of Santa Clara, 
Cal., will be continued by Mrs. L. D. Costa, who since the acci- 
dental death of her husband, has been attending to the manage- 
ment of his affairs.

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Specialty Men Hold Meeting. 


The following is a report covering the first session of the 
Annual Convention of the Specialty Manufacturers Association, 
and is taken from the November roth issue of the New York 
Journal of Commerce : 


Manufacturers of grocery products, in convention November 18th, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, the American Specialty Manufacturers’ Association, 
wrestled with the problems involved in the attitude of the jobbers toward 
filling their orders, 

The jobbers were sharply criticized by a number of speakers, and for 
a time there was a possibility of a resolution being introduced, calling for 
united action on the part of the manufacturers, toward those jobbers who 
habitually slight specialty orders. But Fred Mason, of the Shredded 
Wheat Company, and A. M. Graves, secretary of the Tri-State Jobbers’ 
Asssociation, ccunselled caution. Mr Mason suggested that the associa- 
tion, being only two years old, could hardly expect to solve this big ques- 
tion at the one stroke. He thought by getting together with the national 
retailers and the national wholesalers’ organizations, more progress could 
be made. 

The discussion came at the close of the afternoon session and evolved 
from what was called an ‘‘experience’’ meeting, during which the value 
of the association and suggestions for its improvement were talked about 
by representatives or members themselves. 

The convention was called to order at 11 o’clock in the morning by 
President Lipe, who said he hoped there would be free discussion on the 
floor of all the questions before the manufacturers, The roll call showed 
44 members present, the total membership being 122. The reading of the 
minutes of the last meeting were dispensed with, and pertinent subjects 
immediately introduced by President Lipe calling on different speakers. 
Samuel Fels, the first called on, stated that the association, up to this 
time, had worked advantageously in improving conditions in the filling 


of specialty orders. Now, he said, there were other problems to be taken ~ 


up. There had beea complaint, he said, by jobbers that they were not 
making enough profit on specialty orders. Mr. Fels believed, however, 
that if the jobbers looked into their business carefully they would find 
that they were making, more profit on specialties than on staples It was 
his belief, he said, that few jobbers failed, his knowledge being that only 
one-tenth of 1 per cent, became embarrassed. 


Secretary Graves of the Tri-State Jobbers’ Association when called on 
gave his approval to the association by stating that it had successfully 
met the issues on which it was founded He said if results had not been 
as encouraging in some markets as others the association no doubt knew 
the cause and had a remedy. W. A. Moran, of the Great Western Cereal 
Company, suggested a plan of combined advertisir g, to the consumer, of 
the association label. L,. D. Wallace, of the United Cereal Mills, Chicago, 
said he wanted the headquarters of the association taken to that city. 

Andrew Ross, of the Kellogg Toasted Corn Flakes Company, also 
spoke of the growing demand on the part of the jobbers for large profits 
on specialty goods. He believed with Mr. Fels that the jobbers might get 
larger returns on staples. He told of attending a convetion in Indiana 
where it was brought out that the average jobbing cost of doing business 
was 6.84 percent. If this were true, Mr. Ross said, he believed the job- 
bers were getting their share from specialties. 

Speaking for the retailers, Secretary Green of the National Associa- 
tion said that there was no body of men in the trade that the manufactur- 
ers should appeal to more, since the retailer must get the goods to the 
consumer Secretary Green called attention to the recent statement of 
Secretary Wilson attributing the decline in food prices to the large crops. 
Six months ago the retailer and other members of the grocery trade, 
Secretary Green said, were being held responsible. Secretary Green was 
hopeful of improvement in the retail trade; ‘‘men of capital and brains are 
now being drawn into it,’’ he said. The problem of net weights, he said, 
would have to be met by the whole trade, and the different factors, there- 
fore, should co-operate in handling the legislative question involved. 

The president appointed the following committees:

In his address President Lipe laid emphasis on the fact that the mem- 
bers were not organized for any ulterior purposes, as First Vice-President 
Louis Runkel hoped that the membership would increase. He pointed 
out that the organization had a great work to do along legislative lines, 


The high living cost question affected the manufacturers, he said, more 
than any other factor; therefore, they should protect their interests. 


President Drake of the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association de- 
fined the ideal of organization as ‘‘fair competition, with the highest form

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Rumors come to us already that canners are making con- 
tracts for tomato acreage at figures above last year’s prices; 
counting the ‘‘chickens of profits’’ before even the year of 
hatching has arrived. 


With the first glimmer of profits in the packing of toma- 
toes, the thermometer of hope in the canners’ minds goes clear 
through the top of the glass. The losses of the past few years 


- are all forgotten in the bright days of good profits, promised in 


this season to come. 


And yet, as if in contradiction to these hopes, inquiry is 
going the rounds as to why tomatoes are not higher, and as to 
what is keeping them down. There is time, however, before 
the new packing season, for the ‘‘croaking of evil inquiries’’ 
to have disappeared, and to have given place to the inquiry, 
‘‘where are tomatoes going to stop?’’ on their upward movement. 
Tomato canners are a unit, in this, as a wish, at least. 


But this hopeful spirit is not confined to tomato canners, 
by any means. It is the normal condition in all lines of canned 
goods, even extending to the jobbers and consumers. It is a 
good feature, but should be taken in small doses, or it may 
carry the canners off their feet, and result in too great an effort 
at packing, with the certitude of blasted hopes—and profits— 
when the goods go onto the market next fall. 


There is a growing desire on the part of all canners to 
improve the quality of their packs, to get out only such goods 
as they can feel proud of, and this is a splendid sentiment. 
Of course this has been the key note of all the larger and better 
packers for years ; but we are glad to note that it is spreading 
to the smaller concerns as well. In fact it is these that most 
needed the attention, and with them well in line, there would 
be no cause of fear, on any size pack of any article. 


We recently saw some apples opened before a thrifty and 
careful housewife, and they turned out a full can, fine color, 
with but little syrup and that nice and thick with apple juice. 
The pleasure of that lady at the sight and the smell of those 
apples was pleasant to see. She went into rapture over them, 
declaring them better than she could get by peeling fresh 
apples—and she will be an apple buyer from this out. And she 
will not keep her secret to herself, she has already made several 
converts and so the good spreads. That is the way all canned 
goods would take, if they were of such quality. 


One very careful packer once told the writer that when he 
was doubtful of the goods—as to whether they were fully up 
to the mark he wanted them—he called his wife into his factory 
and had her pass on them. She soon said whether they were 
such as any housewife would be glad to see. or not, and the 
packer changed them to meet her approval. It struck us as a 
good idea, and its more general practice in more canneries 
would certainly result in largely raising the standard of the 
goods, and result in an increased consumption and demand for 
those goods. We regard it as one of those ‘‘little important’’ 
things that often change the whole destiny of the man employ- 
ing them. 


Just now when you are considering your requirements in 
the label line, give them careful attention as to their wording. 
Hardly a week goes by that we are not requested to pass upon 
the legality of some label, and it is to be noted the questions are 
rarely idle ones. The labels submitted, for instance, bear across 
a red ripe tomato, the words, ‘‘Solid Packed;’’ or in some other 
part of the label, ‘‘Fancy,’’ when in fact the goods are only 
standards. ‘These apparent ‘‘trifles’’ will no longer be consid- 
ered such, and in your new labels they should be left out. 


Keeping in mind the fact that all any of the pure food laws 
require is ‘‘truth,’’ it should not be hard to get your labels 
right, especially when you are securing a new lot of them, as 
you will before next season. Only recently the Supreme Court 
passed its opinion on this phase of the question by exhonorat- 
ing a firm who placed upon their products the strict truth 
regarding the article, even when that truth seems to place it in 
a false position. But it was a truth, and the Court sus‘ained 
the label. 


Better lock over your factory equipment, also, and while 
you are installing new machinery, inciude with it such as will 
render your factory and the operation seem, and be, more sani- 
tary. This feature is now a very important one with the 
enforcement of this law. Look to it carefully in these idle 
months, and straighten out the tangles; lighten up the dark 
spots, and put all into apple pie order. Strive to get the un- 
qualified endorsement of your fellow townsmen and employees, 
and you will be pretty sure to have things in fine snape. It is 
not always wise to depend upon oneself for such judgement, 
because custom renders us blind to our own faults; a sorry ad- 
mittance to make, but such is human nature.

Gentlemen: The ever and always present question ‘‘What 
shall we pack to run our factory all of the year?’’ seems to give 
the Indiana packer considerable anxiety. Some few are solving 
the problem by adding hominy, beans, kraut and apples to their 
pack of corn, peas, tomatoes and pumpkin. 

But a few years ago the number packing such a variety 
could have been counted on one hand, and it was then that the 
Central States jobbers depended upon the East to supply the 
volume, for such it could consistently be termed. It is, how- 
ever, different now as large quantities of beans, hominy, pump- 
kin, peas and corn move to the eastern coast each year. 

The absence of experience and consequent lack of quality 
attributed to the young packer has been overcome by the em- 
ployment of experienced processors from the East. 

The demand is remarkably good for this season of the year. 
Tomatoes are showing strength under this demand. Some lots 
of standards have been sold from the warehouse at 85c. f.o.b. 
Standard corn at 7oc. factory is about all sold, some large ship- 
ments having been made East at that figure. No. 3 standard 
pumpkin selling readily at 57}¢c. to 6o0c. factory and No. ros at 
$1.80. Sauer Kraut is being fréely offered at 5234c. factory. 
We know of acar or two being offered at 5o0c. factory. We 
know nothing of the quality.

Seed Importers Buy Pier and Warehouse. 


J. Bolgiano & Son, seed growers and importers, at Light 
and Pratt Streets, have purchased a pier and warehouse opposite 
the new city docks, on the south side of the harbor. The build- 


ing extends from Ruppert street on the west almost 500 feet east 
along Montgomery street to the harbor, with 375 feet of private 
dockage. The pier and warehouse provide 75,000 square feet 
of floor space. 

This large purchase of real estate has been made by the firm 
to provide for the rapid growth of its business and to facilitate 
the handling of its shipments. The pier has been purchased be- 
cause all the railroad and steamship companies of the city will 
make deliveries there without extra charge and thus the firm 
will save thousands of dollars yearly on drayage. Arrangements 
have been made whereby goods can be received and reshipped 
without delay or cost for handling. 

The builiing also provides for the storage of large quantities 
of goods. There is a large warehouse for onion sets and seed 
potatoes, for bulk seed and grain and a factory for poultry food 
manufacture and machinery for cleaning and packing seeds. 
All the departments included in the group are so connected that 
as little time as possible may be lost in passing from one to the 
other. 

Provision is made for a laboratory, under the direction of a 
seed expert formerly of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, where accurate and scientific information regarding 
seeds may be had by all patrons of the firm. 


Another company to go in the business has been incor- 
porated at South Bend, Ind., under the name of the American 
Prepared Food Co. Capital stock, $25,000, and the incorpora- 
tors are Charles Stenins, George Butzbach and William 
Whiteman. 


Maine appears to lead the nation in the corn pack; she 
stands third now, with only New York and Illinois ahead of 
her. With her reputation for ‘‘M:ine Corn’’ she bids fair to 
surpass even these two, says the Belfast Journal.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorK, December 7, 1910. 

The Market.—Very little has occurred during the past 
week, excepting the filling of small orders required to maintain 
stocks or to satisfy the demand of a customer who has suddenly 
discovered that he needs some little quantity of this or that 
article. Holders are not urging sales, understanding full well 
that any such action on their part would result in lower prices 
probably. On the other hand, buyers are somewhat indiffer- 
ent, taking only what is absolutely essential to maintain their 
supplies. The market is, therefore, somewhat quiet, with only 
the small movement referred to from day to day. 

Tomatoes.—lIt Is scarcely possible to say anything new 
about tomatoes. Holders do not like to let them go unless full 
outside prices are paid, but under present circumstances it is 
difficult to obtain those figures. Not caring to reduce quota- 
tions, and buyers refusing to pay what is asked naturally leads 
to what nearly approaches stagnation. Holders are firm in 
their views, confident that ultimately they will obtain their 
price. It is said that in some instances lots have been bought 
below quotations, but it is impossible to confirm that assertion. 
If it has been done it is probably a few small lots which some 
holder wanted to dispose of to clean up or else a weak dealer 
was compelled to clear out his stocks to obtain money. These 
two causes are the most common now, and when any reduction 
is made it can usually be traced to one of the two. New Jersey 
brands are strong and buyers are making additional inquiries. 
No. 10s are wanted in some quantity, but there is little move-

ment outside of supplying regular demand. No. 2s remain un- 
changed from previous reports. 

Corn.—The market is steady, with sales made in small lots 
only. Maine corn is held firmly at quotations, but the supply 
is small and the movement is so light that business seems 2lmost 
nothing. New York State brands are quiet, but firm, with 
sales made chiefly in small lots, and prices held up to the outside 
limit. Conditions do not favor any further increase in business 
until after the turn of the year. Southern Maine style is closely 
up to quotations, with sales reduced to the lowest pc ssible limit 
because of the indifference of buyers. Southern Maine :tyle is 
steady, but movement is slow. Western pack is unchanged and 
little is heard of it in this market. 

Peas.—The situation in the market remains unchanged, 
with sales in cheap grades a trifle more active than in others, 
though the volume of trade is light in all. The situation re- 
mains quiet, though holders here and there say demand has 
increased with them, Cheap grades are most wanted, but there 
is an increasing demand for the better qualities in some localities. 

Asparagus.—The sale has incteased slightly, though it is 
confined principally to small lots. Holders are not anxious sel- 
lers, believing that the opportunity to sell at higher range of 
values will come with the beginning of the new year. Some- 
times holders are inclined to ask higher figures, but that speed- 
ily stops all demand and they are careful about putting on too 
big a price. 

Fruits.—The market is quiet on all varieties, with peaches 
held firmly at quotations and lemon clings difficult to buy at 
any figure. Southern grades, too, are not plentiful and sales 
are somewhat restricted. Aside from this, however, the market 
remains as it has been for a number of weeks, with sales limited 
to actual requirements, and buyers devoting no attention to any- 
thing beyond the moment. The outlook is favorable for hold- 
ers, however, and after the turn of the year and inventory time

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has passed, it is expected that sales will increase materially. 
Most varieties are more or less reduced in supply. Some were 
short at the start, others have been sold up pretty well. The 
situation resolves itself into the probability that sales will in- 
crease somewhat, though it would be impossible to say how 
much, 

Salmon.—The market has not changed. Most of the sup- 
plies now on hand are those coming forward on contracts, and 
almost nothing is for sale in the open market. Holdersare firm 
in their views, and the high prices which have prevailed on all 
varieties still hold good. It would be difficult to buy anything 
but the barest quantities and those at full outside figures. 
In February comes the greatest demand of the year, and buyers 
will find that they will have difficulty in securing the supplies 
they really need this coming February. 

Sardines.— With the packing season closed and deliveries 
quiet for the time, the situation offers nothing new. The mar- 
ket is not well supplied and sales are made in small lots only. 
It seems to be certain that supplies will be scarcely sufficient to 
satisfy requirements this year. HvuDsSOoN. 


Food Inspection Decision No. 129. 


The Certification of Straight Dyes and Mixtures under Sec- 
ondary Certificates. (Amendment to F. I. D. 77.) 


In Food Inspection Decision 77 provision is made for the 
recertification of straight dyes (i. e., the seven accepted dyes of 
F. I. D. 76) and mixtures thereof, with or without other harm- 
less ingredients. 

Doubt has been expressed as to whether the requirements 
of F. I. D. 77, with respect ‘to certification, are the same for 
those who are not manufacturers as they are for manufacturers. 
This amendment is issued relative to recertification in order to 
remove uncertainty and to indicate the scope of F. I. D. 77. 

All persons, manufacturers or others, requesting certifica- 
tion of mixtures or recertification of straight dyes, or of mix- 
tures or combinations thereof, shall submit the following form 


‘of secondary certificate to the Secretary of Agriculture:

When the secondary certificate refers to mixtures, the term 
‘‘mixture’’ means— 
not only such mixtures as consist wholly or certified coal-tar dyes but also 
those which contain one or more certified coal-tar dyes (and no other 
coal-tar dye or dyes) in combination with other components, constituents, 
or ingredients not coal-tar dyes, which other components, constituents, 
or ingredients are in and of themselves or in the combination used harm- 
less and not detrimental to health or not prohibited for use in food pro- 


ducts; the exact formula of such mixtures, including all of the compon- 
ents, constituents, or ingredients, or other parts of the mixture, together 
with a statement of the total weight of mixtures so made, must be deposit- 
ed with the Secretary of Agriculture (F. I. D. 106.) 

The term ‘‘straight dye,’’ as used herein, refers to the 
seven dyes specified in F. I. D. 76. 

In the case of mixtures one (1) pound samples, and in the 


.case of straight dyes one-half (34) pound samples must be sub- 


mitted with the secondary certificate. If larger samples are 

needed in individual cases the Department will ask for them. 
Only those mixtures will be certified which contain no 

other dyes than coal-tar dyes previously certified. Mixtures 


containing animal or vegetable dyes are not subject to certifica- 
tion. 


The above form for secondary certificates varies but slightly 
from that given in Food Inspection D<cision No. 77. It con- 
tains the addition ‘‘Certified mixture No. J. D. & Co.......... % 
and ‘‘Certified straight dye No. J. D. & Co....... .. *» ‘When the 
manufacturer or other person submits a secondary certificate, 
whichever legend is appropriate to the certificate is to be used. 
The initials are to be those of the person or firm filing the cer- 
tificate; the blank space is to be filled with the number of the 
secondary certificate filed by that particular person or firm. For 
example, the firm of J. D. & Co. has already filed fourteen 
secondary certificates, the new one to be filed under the form 
given above will then be labeled ‘‘Certified mixture No. J. D. 
& Co. 15,’’ or ‘Certified straight dye No. J. D. & Co. 15,’’ as 
the case may be. That is, the recertified straight dyes or cer- 
tified mixtures are to be given a number in regular order, 
according to the number of such secondary certificates filed by 
any person or firm. The completed legend is the one to be 
used in marketing the products thus submitted under the sec- 
ondary certificate. Notification will be given of the acceptance 


or rejection of the certificate when investigation of the product 
has been completed. 


Makers of secondary certificates must submit the trade 
name of mixtures produced, and no such trade name or keyed 
modification thereof should be used on any other mixture pre- 
pared by the same person or company. 

Secondary certificates are to be sent in duplicate to the 
Department of Agriculture; the duplicate need not, however, 
be signed or sworn to. The samples should be submitted with 


the secondary certificates.

At Eastport, N. Y., the American Sardine Co. has been 
incorporated with a capital of $100,000. President, C. E. Martin;
